— The following bye-1 awa for tile regulation and 
control of places of public entertainment in .Uio Lucknow 
Cuntonment made by the Cantonment Board, Lucknow, it 
exercise of the powers conferred by clause (14) of Section 
282 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (Li oi 1924), and in 
supersession oh the bye-laws published with the >)ot.n. of 
the Govt, ot the United Provinces in the Municipal .Depart- 
ment No. 781 /X 1180-1924, dated tbo let Apl. 1927, are 
published for general information the same having been 
previously published, approved and confirmed by tho 
Central Government us required by sub-section (1) of Sec- 
tion 284 of the said Act, namely: — 

.near 

1. No person shall maintain within Cantonment limits 
uny Cinema or use any site lor the purposes of a circus, a 
dramatic performance or a similar entertainment, unless 
he has 'obtained a license in this behalf from the Canton- 
ment Board. 

2. Every such person shall keep the licensed premises in 
a dean and sanitary condition and in a good stato of 

repairs. i u 

3. Every such pierson shall, at all reasonable times and 
without previous notice, permit any member of the Board 
or any 1 officer or servant of tho Cantonment Board, 
authorised in this behalf by the Board or its Executive 
Officer t.o inspect such premises or sites. 

4. Thb permission granted under bye-ltnv 1, shall be sub- 
ject to such conditions as the Cantonment Board may 
think fib to impose with respect to matters affecting the 
public health, safety or convenience, and shall also include 
the conditions specified in bye-law 6. 

5. The Cantonment Board may by notice, in writing, 
require any owner or person in charge of tlio licensed pre- 
mises to provide such ventilations, drains, lutrinos, urinals 
or other sanitary conveniences or to make such arrange- 
ments for the effectivo disposal of offensive waste products 
therein and within such tune as may be specified in the 
notice. 

6. Where there is a risk of fire, lie Cantonment Board 
shall not give permission under bye-law 1, unless it is 
satisfied that the premises in which the entertainment is 
proposed to be held afford sufficient and suitable outlets 
for the audience and the performers. In such, cases the 
Cantonment Board shall also make it a condition of the 
permission that such outlets shah be maintained through- 
out the period of permission and that sufficient, supply of 
water near at band for extinguishing a fire is kept. 


(. Penally.— A contravention of any of the conditions 
of those bye-laws shall be punishable with fine which may 
extend to Its. 100 and in the case of a continuing contraven- 
tion with an additional fine which may oxtend to Rs. 20 
Jor every day during which such contravention continues 
after conviction for the first such contravention.
